TAFPSCABINET 


President Accepts Resignation 
ot War Secretary. 


BUSINESS 
HIS 
REASON 


Henry L. Stimson, of New York, a 


Friend of Roosevelt and Progressive 


Republican, to Succeed Him. 


Washington, 
May 13. — Jacob M. 
Dickinson, of Tennessee, will be suc­ 
ceeded as secretary of war in the 
l a it cabinet by Henry L. Stimson, of 
New York. 
T he new secretary of war Is an in­ 
tim ate friend of ex President Koose- 


\ elt ami a progressive. He was de 
Teated for governor of New York last 
fall. 
The announcem ent of Mr. Dickin­ 
son 'n resignation and the selection of 
Mr. Stimson as his successor 
was 
made al the W hite House. 
Mr. Dick­ 
inson s resignation will become effec­ 
tive immediately upon the qualifica­ 
tion of Mr. Stimson. The understand­ 
ing is that Mr. Stimson will take the 
oath of office aud enter upon his new 
duties the latter part of next week. 
The president will confer with Mr. 
Stimson in New York, when the exact 
date of the change at the head of the 
war departm ent will he determined. 
The resignation of Secretary Dickin­ 
son marks the second break in the 
Taft cabinet. 
Richard A. Ballinger 
handed in his resignation as secretary 
of the interior on April 7 and was suc­ 
ceeded a week later by W alter L. 
Fisher, of Illinois 
Secretary Dickinson gives business 
reasons as his motive for retiring from 
the cabinet. 
While there have been 
reports from tim e to tim e in the past 
year that Mr. Dickinson contemplated 
returning to private life, the official 
announcem ent of bis resignation came 
as a surprise to official and political 
Washington. 
Mr. Stirnsons nomination will give 
New York two places in the cabinet, 
(idorge VV. W lckersham , of that state, 
now holding the office of attorney gen­ 
eral. 
The official 
correspondence given 
out at the White House shows that 
Secietary Dickinson presented his let­ 
ter of resignation to the president on 
April l h . 
The president accepted the 
resignation on May fc, Mr. Taft having 
arranged in the m eantim e for the ap 
pointmen! of Mr. Stimson. 
It was explained in behalf of Mr 
Dickinson that most of his private 
fortune is Invested in a coal company 
in Tennessee. The company was re 
featly placed in the hands of a re 
celver. In order to protect his interest 
Mr. Dickinson decided to resign It lr 
his purpose to return to bis home in 
Tennessee
